Claims 1-12 meet the criteria under Pet Articles 33(2) and 33(3) because the prior art of record does not disclose, teach 
nor fairly suggest the claimed controlled release dosage form of bupropion hydrochloride comprising a first pellet containing 
bupropion hydrochloride and hydroxy propyl methylcellulose at a weight ratio of 10:1 to 30:1 and a coating which is a mixture 
of a acrylic resin soluble in acidic media and etyhl cellulose and further comprising a second pellet containing the same 
ingredients as stated above in the same amounts and proportions, with an additional inner coating comprising a mixture of an 
acrylic resin which is soluble in an acidic media and a water insoluble polymer and an outer coating which further comprises 
an enteric coating polymer. 

Claims 1-12 meet the criteria under Pet Articles 33(4) having Industrial Applicability because the claimed invention 
is useful as a controlled release dosage anti-depressant tablet.
